At this point \ as- 
quez asked Ludham to run and she responded with a strong rush 
1 to swoop down on Pink Pigeon and take command as they 
straightened away for the stretch run. 


Ludham increased her advantage throughout the home lane to 
win in the slow time of 1:52 3/5. Pattee Canyon closed well to 
finish second at odds of better than 16 to I. It was another five 
lengths back to Harem Lady in third position. Pink Pigeon held 
on for fourth. Swinging Mood finished last. 


The Arlington turf course was very wet as a result of those 
heavy rains Friday night. I am sure the soggy footing had an 
adverse effect on Pink Pigeon who was carrying high weight of 
125 pounds. 


The Matron was the last race of Swinging Mood’s splendid 
career. She is in foal to Raise a Native and will be retired to 
owner Louis E. Wolfson’s farm in Ocala, Fla. I look for many fine 
offspring of Swinging Mood to be racing in the 1970's. 


The $100,000 Washington Park Handicap at one mile on the 
main course is the feature event this Saturday at Arlington Park. 
This could definitely turn out to be the race of the year if Dr. 
Fager and Damascus return to the Midwest where neither has 
been defeated. 


Dr. Fager won the Arlington Classic and Hawthorne Gold Cup 
here in Chicago last year. Damascus raced to a brilliant victory 
here in the 1967 American Derby on his way to Horse of the Year 
honors. 
These two magnificent thoroughbreds have now met four 
times in two years. Each has won twice. I hope the Wash­ 
ington Park Handicap provides the medium for their fifth encoun­ 
ter.

THE 
REVIVAL 
of square 
dancing is something of a lat­ 
ter-day phenomenon, and during 
the season a dancer can find a 
dance around about just about 
every night of the week. 
And to the truly dedicated 
square dancer, ifs nothing to go 
a IOO miles or so just to trip the 
light fantastic. 
“You 
become 
an addict,” 
says Rolling Meadows Ald. Wil­ 
liam Ahrens with a sheepish 
grin. 
HE’S JUST one of a number 
who, when they read that Roa­ 
rin’ West Fest would again this 
year feature a square dance 
Friday night, put pressure on 
“Foggy” Thompson to accept 
the caller assignment. 
Foggy, a Barrington carpen­ 
ter by day, is in demand as a 
caller night after night during 
the regular September to May 
square dance season, and con­ 
ducts classes for novices as 
well. 
Part of the fun of square 
dancing is to entice friends and 
neighbors to the clan. 
B I L L AHRENS hated to 
dance. Then one night, a neigh­ 
bor, Frank Endre, persuaded 
Bill and his wife Betty, and I 
neighbors Jim and Pauline Nie- 
sen, to attend a square dance. 
Intrigued, 
the

novice j 
couples signed up for a 20-week 
course. 
“At the end of the first night, j 
we left so thoroughly confused 
that I didn’t know my right 
! hand from my left,” Ahrens 
I grins. 
“I FIGURED I couldn’t be , 
that dumb,” he continues, with

Finally, the rapid fire com- 
mands of the caller begin to j 
make sense, and suddenly it’s j

THAT COMES at the end of 
the evening’s dance, over cake j 
and coffee, one of the occupa­ 
tional hazards of square danc­ 
ing.

Ahrens issues one note of 
warning, “it s just something 
that once you start you become 
an addict.”

Plus Deposit 
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Knowledge of VD Can Prevent 
Crippling, Blindness, Death

Thrid in a series 
Venereal disease, if left un­ 
treated, can blind, cripple and 
drive its victim insane before it 
kills him. 
A knowledge of the 
facts 
about VD today is not only de­ 
sirable, but necessary. 
But too many adults 
and 
young people, lumped together 
into the general public, are in­ 
different to the problem and ig­ 
norant of the facts. 
FOR MANY teenagers, 
the 
only VD information they have 
is gleaned from locker room 
and poolhall conversations. 
Almost 
no 
teenager 
given 
such sketchy and inaccurate in­ 
formation will risk social cen­ 
sure by admitting he has what 
* might be a symptom of a 
serious trouble. 
Many pass through life una­ 
ware of their deadly infection 
until it is too late, and then it is 
too late to find the others 
they’ve known in the inter 
veiling years and the ones the 
others have known. 
Many teenagers and 
adults 
are unwilling to ask questions 
or discuss the topic only be­ 
cause it concerns sex. And in 
some social circles, discussion 
of sex is taboo. 


VENEREAL 
DISEASE 
is 
transmitted almost exclusively 
by intercourse. However, there 
are a certain number of syphilis 
cases traceable to other means 
of transmission, such as in­ 
timate kissing and, in rare in­ 
stances, the use of public drink­ 
ing cups. This is often referred 
to as ‘‘syphilis of the innocent.” 
What are the symptoms of 
VD? 
Syphilis begins with a small 
sore or chancre near the site 
where the germ entered 
the 
body 21 days after the infection 
has been contracted. 
These sores, which are highly 
infectious, are not uncomfort­ 
able and may go unnoticed. 
And whether the disease is 
treated or not, these sores will 
disappear in one to four weeks. 
The disease then migrates 
and goes into the secondary 
stage, which looks much like 
measles. In a week to two 
months after the sores have dis­ 
appeared, a rash appears on 
other areas of the body, such as 
the hands and feet. The disease, 
even at this point, is still very 
contagious. 
IN ADDITION to skin erup­ 
tions, an infected person may 
also experience a low grade fe­ 
ver, a sore throat, hoarseness, a 
loss of hair, aching bones and 
pain in the eyes. These symp­ 
toms will also vanish in a few 
weeks. 
In two years there are no ex­ 
ternal signs of syphilis and only 
a blood test can detect the dis­ 
ease. But if the dormant in­ 
fection remains untreated, five 
to 20 years later syphilis breaks 
into its last stage and causes 
heart disease, 
blindness, 
in­ 
sanity and crippling forms of 
neurologic disease before even­ 
tually it kills its victim. 
More than a million Ameri­ 
cans should be treated for syph­ 
ilis today, and most do not 
know’ they are infected. So little 
of syphilis is recognized, in fact, 
that 70 per cent of all cases are 
in the latent stage, or have 
progressed to the late attack, 
before they are found. 


Last year 3,050 babies were 
born with congenital syphilis, 
passed on by the mother. 
This is one reason w'hy sev­ 
eral states, including Illinois, 
refuse to grant marriage licens­ 
es until both parties are proved 
to be free of the disease by 
means of a blood test. 
Physicians examine the blood 
of perspective mothers because 
the effect of syphilis on unborn 
children is disastrous. 
IF IT IS born alive, it is very 
likely to be so feeble it dies in 
the first few days or weeks of 
life. And if the child survives 
this period, it still harbors the 
infection and later becomes the 
victim of various manifestations 
of the diesease. 
Treatment of syphilis in preg­ 
nant women, however, can have 
a beneficial effect on the unborn 
child and if treatment is ade­ 
quate, the infant usually es­ 
capes injury. 
Gonorrhea is described in the 
Bible in the Book of Leviticus. 
The disease has a high detec­ 
tion rate in men, however, be­ 
cause the symptoms are notice­ 
able, a slight pain on urination 
with some discharge. 
There are many names for 
gonorrhea, but they all have the 
same serious effects if un­ 
treated, 
including 
blindness, 
crippling arthritis and sterility 
in both men and women. 
EVEN 
A 
BABY 
can 
be 
blinded by picking up gonorrhea 
in his eyes as he passes through 
his mother's birth canal. 
Gonorrhea is infectious until 
cured and is primarily a dis­ 
ease of the sexual organ. 
In both men and women, the 
symptoms leave without treat­ 
ment. For many women, there 
may be so little discomfort that 
the infection is ignored. And un­ 
like syphilis, there is no sure 
test to detect gonorrhea. 
In fact, only a little more 
than half the gonorrhea cases 
reported can be positively iden­ 
tified. Medical experts advise 
women who have been exposed 
to the disease, even though they 
show no external symptoms of 
it, to seek treatment. They feel 
sterility is too big a price to 
pay for simply waiting until it 
is too late. 


TODAY BOTH men and wom­ 
en who are treated for gon­ 
orrhea should have a blood 
test for syphilis before treat­ 
ment begins. The twro diseases 
frequently occur together, and 
the penicillin dosage needed to 
cure a victim of gonorrhea is 
not enough to cure him of syph- 
i I i s . 
It simply masks the 
syphilitic symptoms. 
Venereal disease know’s no 
boundaries. 
It cuts across every age, class 
and race. It threatens teenagers 
and adults. Children under IO 
and people over 70. 
No one is immune. And new 
strains are even harder to cure. 
But there is no VD known today 
which can’t be cured in its ear­ 
ly stages by penicillin, which 
has been available since 1943. 
or other anti-biotics. 
AT THE FIRST suspicion of 
VD, a person should consult a 
doctor. More than half the num­ 
ber of actual VD cases go un­ 
treated because people are igno­ 
rant of the facts. 
Aside from 
halting promis­ 
cuous sexual behavior, there is 
no practical sure method of pre- 


j venting VD. 
Scientists are working hard 
on a VD vaccine. But they 
i haven’t discovered it yet. 
VD isn’t just a local or nation­ 
al problem. It’s worldwide. In 
Japan, for instance, doctors es­ 
timate that 5 million people or 
one in 20 are infected with VD. 
Like poverty, there is 
no 
; simple solution to the problem. 
! It will take education of chil­ 
dren and parents, wholesome 
1 attitudes toward sex and easy 
1 access to medical facilities to 
bring venereal disease under 
control. 


i 
Experts 
believe 
action 
is 
needed at the grassroots level 
to control VD. They say munici­ 
pal governments, civic organi­ 
zations and schools must edu­ 
cate the public and launch ef­ 
fective campaigns to stamp out 
VD. 


But until then, VD will flour­ 
ish. It will not be eliminated as 
a public health problem if treat­ 
ment is given only to those in­ 
fected individuals who volunteer 
for treatment. 


VD is curable. But prevention 
of it is preferable.

Gardens, 
Prospect 
Gardens and 
the townhouses 
Bingo Attempt Fails 


Bill Burde of Bensenville may 
be singing the blues this week, 
but he has not yet given up 
hope. 
Burde's attempt to 
legalize 
bingo in Illinois by putting it on 
the Nov. 5 ballot in the form of 
a public policy issue has ended 
in failure. 


With little more than half the 
required 540.000 signatures nec­ 
essary to put bingo on the bal­ 
lot, Burde said Monday he did 
not submit them to the Illinois 
State Electoral Board. 


THE SIGNED petitions, rep­ 
resenting IO per cent of the reg­ 
istered 
voters, were due on 
Monday for review by the state 
board. 


Instead, Burde said, he is go­ 
ing to deal with the state legis­ 
lature through State Rep. John 
Fary (D-23rd) 
and 
probably 
some other state representa­ 
tives in the regular session of 
the 
General 
Assembly 
next 
year. 


Last summer a bill to legalize 
bingo was sponsored by Fary 
but lost by 23 votes 
in 
the 
House. Burde was not active in 
the campaign then. 
“Three hundred thousand sig­ 
natures is evidence that the 
p u b l i c wants bingo,” said 
Burde, a past commander of 
the Bensenville VFW Tioga Post 
2149 and now a Bensenville park 
commissioner. 
BILLED AS a “Keep Grand­ 
ma off the street — legalize 
bingo” campaign, Burde took 
most of the blame himself for 
I the failure to collect the signa- 
| tures. 
“I’ve been active in organized 
work for many 
years,” 
said 
Burde, 
“and 
I 
analyzed 
it 
wrong. 
“It is difficult to get people 
out for anything. 
I 
thought 
bingo would generate various 
lodges and posts to grab hold of 
this thing.” 
As a spokesman for the Il­ 
linois Organizations United for 
Charitable Enterprises, (IOU), 


of East St. Louis Burde admit­ 
ted he counted too heavily on 
fraternal organizations. 
"IF THE fraternal organiza- 
i tions had co-operated as much 
I as the churches, we would have 


I been in,” Burde said, correcting

statement 
which 
appeared 
last week in which it looked as 
if he was blaming the religious 
I organizations. 
Burde said IOU had 60,000 pe­ 
titions with room for I Ms million 
signatures when the campaign 
started five months ago and 
that the requests for petitions 
were fantastic.

Two things hindered the cam­ 
paign. Burde said. One was a 
“let George do it attitude” by 
groups which counted on others 
to do the work.

Bingo Attempt Fails 


Bill Burde of Bensenville may I 
be singing the blues this week, I 
but he has not yet given up! 
hope. 
Burde’s attempt to 
legalize 
bingo in Illinois by putting it on 
the Nov. 5 ballot in the form of 
a public policy issue has ended I 
in failure. 


With little more than half the 
required 540,000 signatures nee- j 
essary to put bingo on the bal-1 
lot, Burde said Monday he did 
not submit them to the Illinois 
State Electoral Board. 


THE SIGNED petitions, rep­ 
resenting IO per cent of the reg- i 
istered 
voters, 
were due on 
Monday for review by the state j 
board. 


Instead, Burde said, he is go­ 
ing to deal with the state legis­ 
lature through State Rep. John 
Fary 
(D-23rd) 
and 
probably 
some 
other 
state representa­ 
tives in the regular session of 
the 
General 
Assembly 
next 
year. 


Last summer a bill to legalize 
bingo was sponsored by Fary 
but lost by 23 votes 
in 
the 
House. Burde was not active in 
the campaign then. 
“Three hundred thousand sig- i 
natures is evidence that 
the 
p u b l i c 
wants 
bingo,” 
said 
Burde, a past commander of 
the Bensenville VFW Tioga Post 
2149 and now a Bensenville park 
commissioner. 
BILLED AS a “Keep Grand­ 
ma off the street — legalize 
bingo’’ campaign, Burde took 
most of the blame himself for 
the failure to collect the signa­ 
tures. 
“I’ve been active in organized 
work for many 
years,”

bingo would generate various 
lodges and posts to grab hold of 
this thing.” 
As a spokesman for the Il­ 
linois Organizations United for 
Charitable Enterprises, (IOU), 


of East St. Louis Burde admit­ 
ted he counted too heavily on 
fraternal organizations. 
“ IF THE fraternal organiza­

frequently occur together, and 
the penicillin dosage needed to 
cure a victim of gonorrhea is 
not enough to cure him of syph- 
i I i s . 
It simply 
masks 
the 
syphilitic symptoms. 
Venereal disease knows no 
boundaries. 
It cuts across every age, class 
and race. It threatens teenagers 
and adults. Children under IO 
and people over 70. 
No one is immune. And new 
strains are even harder to cure. 
But there is no VD known today 
which can’t be cured in its ear­ 
ly stages by penicillin, which 
has been available since 1943, 
or other anti-biotics. 
AT TUE FIRST suspicion of 
VD, a person should consult a 
doctor. More than half the num­ 
ber of actual VD cases go un­ 
treated because people are igno­ 
rant of the facts. 


Aside from 
halting 
promis­ 
cuous sexual behavior, there is 
no practical sure method of pre­ 
venting VD. 
Scientists are working hard 
on a VD vaccine. 
But they 
haven’t discovered it yet. 
VD isn’t just a local or nation­ 
al problem. Ifs worldwide. In 
Japan, for instance, doctors es- 


! timate that 5 million people or 
one in 20 are infected with VD. 
Like 
poverty, 
there 
is 
no 
simple solution to the problem. 
, It will take education of chil­ 
dren and parents, wholesome 
attitudes toward sex and easy 
access to medical facilities to 
bring venereal 
disease 
under 
control. 


Experts 
believe 
action 
is 
needed at the grassroots level 
to control VD. They say munici­ 
pal governments, civic organi­ 
zations and schools must edu­ 
cate the public and launch ef­ 
fective campaigns to stamp out 
VD. 


But until then, VD will flour­ 
ish. It will not be eliminated as 
a public health problem if treat­ 
ment is given only to those in­ 
fected individuals who volunteer 
for treatment. 


VD is curable. But prevention 
of it is preferable.

Of VD Infections 


Public apathy and ignorance 
of the facts about venereal dis­ 
ease 
have 
contributed 
more 
than anything to the spread of it 
today. 
Adults 
and 
teenagers 
alike 
seem to be equally uninformed 
about VD. They don’t know a 
blood test can diagnose syphilis 
or that the early symptoms will 
disappear 
without 
treatment, 
leaving the victim dangerously 
diseased. And one out of two 
people think VD is something 
you catch without direct contact 
with a diseased person. 
H e r e 
are 
some 
common 
myths about venereal disease 
and the facts which prove them 
fiction. What you don’t know 
about VD can blind, cripple, 
drive you insane and eventually 
kill you. 
Myth: VD is frequently trans­ 
mitted through toilet facilities. 
Truth: 
No, 
through 
sexual 
contact. 
Myth: You can’t catch VD 
again, once you’ve had it. 
Truth: There is very little im­ 
munity to VD, and you can con­ 


tract it any number of times. 
Myth: (Gonorrhea is caused by 
strain, as in lifing heavy ob­ 
jects. 
Truth: Lifting and straining 
have nothing to do with con­ 
tracting gonorrhea. 
Myth: You can tell by looking 
at a person whether he or she 
has VD. 
Truth: VD can be detected 
only 
through 
mtdical 
exam­ 
inations and laboratory tests. 
Myth: Syphilis is hereditary. 
Truth: VD cannot be inher­ 
ited. An expectant mother w7ho 
has syphilis can transmit the 
disease to 
her unborn 
child, 
however, 
through 
the 
blood­ 
stream, not through the genes. 
This is called 
congenital 
sy­ 
philis. 
Myth: A quick cure for VD 
can be purchased without a pre­ 
scription in any drug store. 
Truth: Only a licensed physi­ 
cian is qualified or should be 
trusted to treat 
VD. 
Anyone 
who suspects he has VD should 
visit a doctor or a local VD 
health clinic.

He Couldn’t Get Signatures 
Bingo Attempt Fails 


Bill Burde of Bensenville may 
be singing the blues this week, 
but he has not yet given up 
hope. 
Burde’s attempt to 
legalize 
bingo in Illinois by putting it on 
the Nov. 5 ballot in the form of 
a public policy issue has ended 
in failure. 


With little more than half the 
required 540,000 signatures nec­ 
essary to put bingo on the bal­ 
lot, Burde said Monday he did 
not submit them to the Illinois 
State Electoral Board. 


THE SIGNED petitions, rep­ 
resenting IO per cent of the reg- 
1 
istered 
voters, 
were due 
on J 
Monday for review by the state 
board. 


Instead, Burde said, he is go­ 
ing to deal with the state legis­ 
lature through State Rep. John 
Fary 
(D-23rd) 
and 
probably 
some other 
state representa­ 
tives in the regular session of 
the 
General 
Assembly 
next 
year. 


Last summer a bill to legalize 
bingo was sponsored by Fary 
but lost by 23 votes 
in 
th e 1 
House. Burde was not active in 
the campaign then. 
“Three hundred thousand sig -1 
natures is evidence 
that 
the j 
p u b l i c wants 
bingo,” 
said \ 
Burde, a past commander of I 
the Bensenville VFW Tioga Post 
2149 and now a Bensenville park j 
commissioner. 
BILLED AS a “Keep Grand­ 
ma off the street — legalize I 
bingo” campaign, Burde took I 
most of the blame himself for 
the failure to collect the signa­ 
tures. 
“I’ve been active in organized 
work for many 
years,” 
said 
Burde, 
“and 
I 
analyzed 
it 
wrong. 
“It is difficult to get people 
out 
for 
anything. 
I 
thought 
bingo would generate various 
lodges and posts to grab hold of 
this thing.” 
As a spokesman for the Il­ 
linois Organizations United for 
Charitable Enterprises, (IOU), 


of East St. Louis Burde admit­ 
ted he counted too heavily on 
fraternal organizations. 
“IF THE fraternal organiza­ 
tions had co-operated as much 
as the churches, we would have 
been in,” Burde said, correcting 
a 
statement 
which 
appeared 
last week in which it looked as 
if he was blaming the religious 
organizations. 
Burde said IOU had 60,000 pe­ 
titions with room for I Vz million 
signatures when the campaign 
started five months ago and 
that the requests for petitions 
were fantastic. The number of 
returns 
was 
another 
matter, 
Burde said. 
Two things hindered the cam­ 
paign, Burde said. One was a 
“let George do it attitude” by 
groups which counted on others 
to do the work. Tile other factor 
was a resolution passed by the 
American Legion two years ago 
opposing 
the 
legalization 
of 
bingo. 
IN JULY this was corrected 
when the American Legion con­ 


vention in Chicago approved a 
resolution 
to 
legalize 
bingo, 
Burde noted. 
Burde, of 111 Dolores Drive, 
has several provisions which he 
believes will help legalize bingo. 
These 
include 
appointing 
a 
bingo commissioner by the gov­ 
ernor to keep 
unwanted 
ele­ 
ments out, allowing only organi­ 
zations that have been in exis­ 
tence five years or more to par­ 
ticipate and taking IO to 15 per 
cent of the receipts to be used 
for mental health programs to 
help 
supplement current 
tax 
revenues. 
Burde singled out five persons 
who helped in the campaign. 
They are Jim Hayes, past com­ 
mander of the Cook County 
Council of American 
Legion, 
first division; John Hamilton, 
commander of the Combined 
War Veterans of Chicago; John 
Martens, past president of the 
Bensenville 
Lions 
Club; 
Ed 
Bryant, senior vice commander 
of the Tioga post; and John 
Brennan, president of IOU. 
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
